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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-19 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-19 are allowed 
since certain key features of the claimed invention are not taught or fairly suggested by prior art. 
In claims 1 and 19, "the dielectric layer having a high-capacity portion having a capacity 
higher than that of the rest of the dielectric layer, the high-capacity portion being spaced 
away from a discharge gap and extending in the first direction, each of the scanning and 
sustaining electrodes being formed with an opening between the discharge gap and the 
high-capacity portion". The closest prior art Nishio (2002/0140341 Al) teaches an AC-driven 
discharge plasma display panel comprising electroder. ftce each other and define a discharge gap 
ilicre between, each of the electred«s having minute bpen^a, aiiJ a dielectric layer covering^e* 
electrodes, and a dielectric layer coats on the electrode is thinner than some portion of the 
dielectric, however, singularly or in combination with other prior art, fail to anticipate or render 
the above underlined limitations obvious.

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Conclusion

Yoshioka et al. (6,384,532 Bl) teach a plasma display panel having partition walls are 
formed in the gap between the first and second substrates to extend in the direction, thereby 
forming discharge spaces in the gap. 

Shin et al. (2003/0048240 al) teaches a plasma display panel having capillary including 
first and second openings and the first opening is greater that the second opening in horizontal 
width, at least one discharge space between the first and second dielectric layers. 

Okigawa et al. (2001/0054872 Al) teaches an AC type plasma display panel having a 
plurality of openings, each opening is a strip-shaped opening having a size included in a 
rectangular area, first and second electrodes arranged opposite to each other, a dielectric layer 
covering the first electrode
